In  1968  the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District 
was  very  satisfactory.

Local  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  area  by  the  North¬ 
allerton  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Newcastle  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

In  addition  a  considerable  number  of  residents  in  the  area  are  treated 
in  Darlington  and  Middlesbrough  hospitals. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  County  Council  with  day  to  day  administration 
dealt  with  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer.  The  Staff  operating  in  the  North¬ 
allerton  Rural  District  comprises  five  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  one 
health  visitor. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  day  to  day  administration 
again  being  dealt  with  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer.

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Housing  Acts.  Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year,  21  ‘  Discretionary  ’  grants  were  approved  amounting 
to  an  estimated  value  of  .£7,067  and  20  ‘  Standard  ’  grants  amounting  to  an 
estimated  value  of  £2,580.  Three-quarters  of  the  money  spent  on  these 
grants  is  made  available  by  the  Treasury  and  the  remaining  quarter  out  of 
the  local  Rate  Fund. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  enthusiasm  and  support 
in  grant-aiding  house  improvements  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  over 
the  past  14  years  some  494  Discretionary  Grants  to  the  total  value  of  £13 1,364 
and  210  Standard  Grants  to  the  total  value  of  £22,345  have  been  made. 
Bearing  in  mind  that  these  figures  represent  half  of  the  cost  of  improvements, 
over  £305,000  worth  of  improvements  have  been  carried  out  excluding  the 
cost  of  necessary  and  incidental  repairs. 

Houses  improved  represent  approx  24%  of  the  total  houses  in  the  area  at 
the  year  1955,  when  the  Council  started  making  grants.  90%  of  the  houses 
in  the  area  now  have  the  basic  amenities,  i.e.  baths,  W.C.s,  etc. 

Streams  and  Watercourses. 

Streams  have  been  cleansed  at  Morton-on- Swale,  Thrintoft,  East 
Cowton,  Thornton-le-Beans,  Welbury,  Hornby  and  Great  Langton. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  there  is  a  continuing  incidence  of 
pollution  of  streams  throughout  the  area  and  no  marked  improvement  can 
be  expected  until  sewage  disposal  schemes  have  been  provided  for  11 
villages.  The  waste  from  farms,  both  in  and  out  of  the  villages,  play  a 
large  part  in  polluting  conditions  as  such  wastes  are  stronger  than  sewage 
from  humans. 

Part  of  the  village  of  Morton  on  Swale  is  subject  to  flooding  conditions 
during  heavy  rains  and  it  is  considered  that  the  risk  of  these  conditions 
obtaining  can  only  be  diminished  or  alleviated  by  works  of  improvement  to 
the  watercourse  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Upper  Swale  Drainage 
Board. 

Consultations  are  taking  place  with  the  Drainage  Board  in  an  endeavour 
to  improve  matters. 

Part  of  the  village  of  East  Cowton  is  affected  by  flooding  from  time  to 
time. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  exercise  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council  employ  a  full-time  operator. 

Dwelling  houses  may  receive  a  free  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats 
and  mice,  but  not  farms  and  business  premises.  The  services  of  the  operator 
are  available  to  farmers,  etc.,  on  either  a  contract  or  casual  basis. 

During  1968,  12  months  contracts  were  secured  in  respect  of  61  farms. 
The  total  value  of  the  contracts  was  £466  12s.  Od.  The  highest  contract 
was  £19,  and  the  lowest  £3  :  the  average  contract  figure  being  £7  13s.  Od. 

Casual  treatments  were  carried  out  at  4  premises  involving  9f  hours 
at  a  total  recoverable  cost  of  £7  6s.  3d.

Bulk  fuel  is  purchased 
by  the  Council  with  resultant  economy.

appreciate  that,  with  the  population  expanding,  the  organisation  must  be 

kept  under  constant  review. 

Recruitment  of  labour  for  this  service  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
and  one  is  led  to  the  conclusion  that  apart  from  any  consideration  of  J° 
appeal”,  the  financial  rewards  are  perhaps  inferior  to  those  obtained  elsewhere. 

The  existing  method  of  refuse  disposal  which  might,  at  best,  be  described 
as  semi-controlled  tipping  continues  to  engage  the  attention  of  your  officers 
A  climate  of  opinion  seems  to  be  moving  to  the  idea  that  installations  ot 
incineration  and  pulverisation  or  a  combination  ot  both  will  be  the  ultimate 
solution  but  it  is  fairly  clear  that  such  a  solution  in  areas  like  this  or  a 
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combination  of  such  areas,  can  only  be  a  very  expensive  one  having  regard 
to  plant  costs  related  to  population  ratio  and  extraordinary  transport 
distances  involving  “double  loading”  or  in  other  words  load  transference.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  was  6  cwt.  11  lbs.  In 
addition  27  tins  of  food  (mainly  corned  beef)  were  condemned— principally 
at  the  Cold  Store,  Romanby — the  total  weight  being  166  lbs.

The  Council  possess  a  1,000  gal.  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  and 
settling  tanks  in  the  villages  are  cleaned  out  twice  yearly  or,  in  some  cases, 
more  frequently  if  circumstances  warrant.  In  addition,  private  septic 
tanks  are  cleaned  out  on  request  and  for  which  a  charge  is  made.  During 
the  year,  45  private  tanks  received  attention  involving  69  working  hours. 
The  sum  recovered  was  jC  103  2s.  6d.  30  village  settling  tanks  were  cleaned 

on  two  occasions  during  the  year. 

The  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  not  only 
for  cesspool  emptying  but  also  for  de-sludging  tanks  at  the  sewage  works. 

Work  is  expected  to  start  in  the  very  near  future  on  schemes  for  Borrowby 
Great  Smeaton  and  the  extension  scheme  of  the  Romanby — Brompton 
sewerage. 

The  latter  scheme  is  of  some  urgency  owing  to  the  continuing  building 
dcvelopements  taking  place,  particularly  in  Romanby. 

Your  officers  experience  some  difficulty  in  drawing  up  proposals  for 
village  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  as,  in  the  absence  of  detailed 
planning  proposals  for  the  villages,  population  growth  is  not  easy  to  assess.
